An hour later the pilot boat arrived and re- 


ported the Parisian broken down off Sambro. 
It now is anchored between Ketch Harbor 
and Sambro. 

A heavy snow-storm, accompanied by high 
wind, is raging and the pilot boat reports 
that the steamer requires all available as- 


sistance. 
Burning Signals of Distress. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the Parisian was 
burning signals for assistance and tugs had 
gone out. They will have dimeulty in finding 
the liner, asa blinding snow-storm has set in. 
A pilot boat reports that when the Parisian 
was first sighted at midnight it was steaming 
slowly. It is probable the accident to the 
Parisian, the nature of which is not yet 
known, happened some days ago at sea, as 
the ship is so long overdue. Rear Admiral 


Bickford, who is going to Vancouver to take 
command of the Pacific squadron, is on the 


vessel. 

Among the Parisian’s passengers are about 
a hundred jack tars destined for the British 
fleet at Bermuda, and a score of Canadian 
soldiers returning from south Africa.

INVADE ENGLAND 


GEN. MERCIER TELIS FRENCH 
SENATE IT IS SIMPLE. 


Makes Remarkable Speech on the Pos- 
sibilities of War with Great Brit- 
ain and Is Only Prevented from Go- 
ing Into Details by Ruling of the 
President—Insists That Investment 
of Territory Can Be Accomplished 
by France at Little Cost.

PARIS, Dec. 4.—General Mercier, who 
gained unenviable notoriety in the Dreyfus 
affair, galvanized the Senate today by ur- 
gently advocating that the French naval 
authorities study the question of invading 
England, and also by moving a resolution on 
the subject. It was during the discussion of 
the bill to augment the navy that General 
Mercier threw his bomb. He had been urging 
the general principle that the main object in 
war, whether on land or sea, was to be able to 
take the offensive. He contended that the bill 
did not provide means for the French navy 
to do this, and said it was desirable in the 
event of a conflict with England that the 
French should aim at landing in that country. 

So far he had not aroused special attention, 
but suddenly he begah to treat the subject as 
if an Anglo-American conflict was impending. 
He said that times had changed since the 
beginning of the century. Steamships, rail- 
ways, and telegraph made landing in Eng- 
land easier than then. Morepver, at present 
the power of the hostile army was far differ- 
ent. Events in the Transvaal had shown that 
the British army, though gallant and sound, 
no longer fulfilled the expectation of the 
country, which had been disillusioned regard- 
ing its military power. The British navy was 
doubtless powerful and gave France's even- 
tual adversary the command of the sea, but 


it had to protect many coasts all over the 


world besides a large mercantile marine. 

France could therefore equal the British 
numerically, while her guns were superior. 
Furthermore, history afforded several in- 
stances of mutiny in the British navy at the 
moment of battle. A landing in England 
was therefore not beyond realization 


Has a Scheme of His Own. 


General Mercier then proceeded to an- 


nmounce that he himself had formulated a 


provisional scheme for the invasion of Eng- 
land and said he thought it would serve 
as the basis of an ultimate plan. He was 
proceeding to launch into particulars when 
many of the. Senators shouted protests, and 
the President begged Genera! Mercier to re- 
frain from making the details public. Gen- 
eral Mercier complied with somewhat bad 
grace, but said the plan was similar to that 
employed by the Japanese In 1895 in their 
war with China with excellent results, 
He added that the plan would be inex- 
pensive. Its preparation in France would 
not exceed 10,000,000 francs for, a landing 
on the channel coast or 20,000,000 francs 
for landing on the Atlantic coast or the 
British possessions in the Mediterranean. 
Continuing, he ‘said it was needless to 
affirm that the preparations would not con- 
stitute a provocation to Great Britain or

CLIMB BAKER'S PORCE 


BURGLARS GET JEWELRY WORTH 
$500 AND SOME MONEY. 


Break Into Third-Story Window with 
Jimmy in Full View of Michigan 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street 
and Search Thoroughly Several 
Rooms—Family Probably at Dinner, 
but Theft Is Not Discovered Till 
Several Hours Later. 


The residence of William T. Baker, 2255 
Michigan avenue, was visited by porch- 
climbers last evening: They broke into a 


third-story window in full view of the strest’ 


and took $500 worth of. jewelry and a small 
amount of money. Mr. Baker is the former 
President of the Board of Trade, 


The robbery is supposed to have occurred 


while Mr. Baker’s family was at dinner, 
though the fact that the burglars had made 
a visit was not known till three hours later. 

On entering his bedroom to retire for the 
night Mr. Baker noticed the floor strewn with 
burned matches, and the bureau drawers 
opened. Articles of jewelry were missing. 
Seeing that a burglary had been committed 
he went to his daughter’s room adjoining 
and there found the same conditions, the 
aspect of the room showing that the burglar 
had done his work with leisurely delibera- 
tion. 

Miss Baker had spent the evening at the 
theater, and almost every stick pin, brooch, 
watch, and other article of jewelry of value 
on her bureau was gone. The room of Miss 
Webster, Mrs. Baker's trained nurse, was 
also thoroughly searched and robbed. 


Third-Story Window Broken. 

On careful examination of the house it was 
found that a third story window over a 
porch looking out on Twenty-third street 
had been pried open—the woodwork of the 
window and the stained glass being split and 
hacked in the wrenching operation. The 
porch and window are in full view of Michigan 
avenue as well as Twenty-third street, and 
it seems a wonder that the athletic climbing 
feat of the burglar was not seen by pass- 
ers-by. 

During the evening all the family in the 
house, except Mr. Baker’s son. Henry D. 
Baker. were in the billiard-room in the 
first story. The son spent the evening up- 
stairs writing, in a room adjacent to those 
which were visited by the burglar. At 7 
o’cl he heard a noise which sounded to’ 
him like a person calling. On investigation, 
however, he found nothing to warrant sus- 
picion and went back to his room. 


Report Made to the Police. 


The affair was reported to the Cottage Grove 
avenue police, who promised to use their ut- 
most efforts to capture the thieves. To the 
police Mr. Baker reported that a number of 
valuable articles were missing—but until a 
complete list was made it would be dificult 
to tell the value, which was probably at least 
$500. With the exception of $10 contained in 
a small purse, which was in Miss Baker's 
bureau, no money was. stolen, .

A convention reassembled today several 
complete plans for a constitution were pre- 


ted. 
Neger Ruis Rivera presented one constitut- 
ing Cuba a free, independent, and sovereign 
It provides that each municipal 
 @istrict shall elect three electors. All the 
electors of each province shall unite and 
glect eleven members to form a Legislature. 
eleven shall elect four Senators and 
the Governor of the province. The joint 
Zegisiatures of the six provinces shall elect 
President of the republic, who must be a 
native born Cuban. 

A popular House shall be elected by the 
direct vote of the people, one Representative 
being returned for every 30,000 inhabitants. 
This plan makes no provision for an army or 
pavy. it provides that the laws of all the 
provinces shall be the same. 

Nobody can be a Senator who does not 
dave $1,500 per year private income. 


Modeled After United States. 

Sefior Morua submitted a project modeled 
en the constitution of the United States. It 
provides for two Houses, and that the Presi- 
gent shall be elected like the American Presi- 
dent. Any one who fought in the war will be 
eligible for the Presidency. There is a clause 
providing that the United States shall be 
given the preference of all nations in com- 
mercial treaties. The few differences be- 
tween this arid the American constitution are 
guch as to make the Cuban pian harmonize 
with the conditions prevailing in Cuba. 

Another pian was presented by Sefior 

This provides for the election of a 
President by a popular vote. The suffrage is 
restricted to those who can read and write.

SAN JUAN. Porto Rico. Dec. 4.—The first 
Session of the Porto Rican House of Dele- 
gates was opened yesterday by Mr. Hunt. 
Secretary of Porto Rico and President of 
the Executive council. There are thirty-one 
members of the House ot Delegates. and all 
but five were present. Manuel F. Rossy was 
elected Speaker. This nomination was of- 
fered to Francisco Mariano Quinones, but he 
declined. Then a secretary and sergeant-at- 
arms of the House were appointed, and the 
body got down to business without delay. 

The meeting was called to order in the 
Postoffice Building, which was crowded to 
such an extent that standing room was at a 
premium. There were also great crowds in 
the streets who were unable to obtain ad- 
mission. All the public buildings, such as 
the postoffice, the city hall, and the Inten- 
dencia, were decorated in honor of the oc- 
casion. 0 

The delegates were welcomed by Mr. Hunt 
on behalf of the Executive council, the mem- 
bers of which retired after the House had 
been called to order and the roll of members 
announced. Then the oaths were adminis- 
tered in Spanish and English by Sefior 
Quinones, ;the former Spanish Chief Justice 
of the island. After this a Committee of 
Seven was appointed to consider nominations 
for Speaker. They reported the name of 
Sefior Quinones, who, as already stated, de- 
clined. After further deliberation the com- 
mittee named Sefior Rossy. who was ynani- 
mously elected, the secretary casting a sin- 
le ballot for him. 


_ » Governor Allen Is Notified. 

The Committee of Seven then notified Gev- 
ernor Allen and the Executive council that 
the House had been permanently organized. 
The Governor sent his congratulations and 
said he would send a message to the joint 
session of the House and Executive council 
today. The rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington were adopted for 
the government of the House and an adjourn- 
ment was taken at 7:45 o’clock until today: 

The Executive council met in the after- 
noon and reélected Mr. Hunt President with- 
out opposition. The council refused to grant 
the, French railway franchise and also adopt- 
ed a resolution against granting any sub- 
sidies. The members of the council are anx- 
lous about this matter of granting franchises. 
They are anxious to grant any concessions 
compatible with the economic life of the 
island, but are unable to guarantee any in- 
terest on the investment. 

J. D. Luce received a franchise for the 
erection of a wharf and pier at Ponce, 


Hear First Official Message. 

The House reassembled at 7 o'clock this 
morning, after which Governor Allen was 
escorted from the Executive Mansion by a 
committee of the delegates, and took a seat 
beside the Speaker. His message was read 
in English and Spanish, after which the 
House adjourned. The message gave the 
details of a complete plan of governmental 
reorganization, touched upon the finances, 
education, judiciary, and municipalities, and 
advised the adoption of the New England 
town and county plan. It further advised the 
establishment of asylums for the poor and 
crippled, and recommended the building of 
roads. 


Suggestions of the Governor. 

Governor Allen announces that there are 
now 800 schools in the island, an inerease of 
184 during the last year, and recommends 
that this number be augmented and that in- 
creased appropriations be made for element- 
ary education. 

Governor Allen asks for a repeal of the 
order giving Alcaldes judicial power and rec- 
ommends the establishment of Boards of 
Supervisors similar to those in Massachu- 
setts. He praises the insular police, but 
thinks the force should be increased for all 
towns having populations under 20,000. More 
roads are recommended. 

The message calls attention to the fact that 
there are 650 persons confined in the four jails 
of the island and says that additional prisons 
are needed. 

The House of Delegates submitted to the 
Governor a petition for the pardon of all per- 
sons imprisoned on political charges since 
the commencement of the American occupa- 
tion. 

Thus far the treasury receipts have ex- 
ceeded the expenditures. The balance on 
hand is 6200, 608, in addition to which $1,041,- 
600 is due on the customs refund by Con- 


gress. |

Boxers Adopt Sharp Trick. 

Advantage is being taken of the German 
and Japanese custom of killing Boxers on 
flimsy evidence. The American board com- 
piains that at Tungchow a notorious Boxer 
succeeded in obtaining employment with tne 
Japanese, his auty being to point out Boxers, 
He pointed out six men, whom the Japanese 
killed. Later it was ascertained that some 
of the victims were Christians.

TIEN TSIN, Dec. 3.—[Delayed.]—Tang 
Weng Huaan, the author of the outrages 
upon the Pao-Ting-Fu missionaries, arrived 
today, and was paraded through the Victoria 
road in a cart under a strong German guard, 
previous to being handed over to the provis- 
ional government for decapitation. 


Talk of Powers Leaving. 

LONDON, Dec. 5, 3 a. m.—The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Morning Post, who be- 
lives that the powers will withdraw their 
forces from Pekin in order to enable the 
court to return, says: 

The policy of scuttle once begun, every 
power would endeavor to be the first to con- 
ciliate the Chinese. Europe has already lost 
her face so utterly that no further yielding 
could make her degradation worse.“

armed intervention against an anarchic con- 
dition of affairs, not permitting a continu- 
ance of a certain amount of intercourse be- 
tween Germany and the lawful government 
of China.

HOW EUROPE VIEWS MESSAGE. 


Issue and Germany Complains 
of Coldness. 


LONDON, Dec. 5, 3 a. m.—The Times, re- 
ferring to President McKinley's allusions to 
the Nicaragua Canal, says: 

“It is a fascinating scheme, but we have 
some doubt as to whether the canal would be 
commercially worth cutting The analogy 
with the Suez Canal is imperfect. The 
Isthmus of Suez lies along one of the great- 
est trade routes and joins great trading com- 
munities. It has no railw rivais. Nica- 
ragua lacks all of these advantages. It is 
rather sad to think that such a striking cor- 
rection of nature may fail to pay its way; 
but the objections are serious, and they have 
not yet received all the attention they merit.“ 

Great Britain cannot but view with sat- 
isfaction the cutting of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal,” says the Morning Post, provided it is 
free to all nations at equal rates in time of 
peace and is treated as part of the open sea 
during war. This is the minimum of the 
British demand. We trust that our neigh- 
bors will see that it Is just.“ 

“ Mercifully,” says the Pall Mall Gazette, 
“not even the conscientious Reuter has ca- 
bled the full fifteen columns of President Mc- 
Kinley's message. This was wise, since no 
English paper could possibly have printed it 
to the necessary exclusion from its pages of 
arsenical Boer and other things that really 
do stir the great heart of the people. 

“The most interesting section, however, 
China, is given fully, but it cannot be said 
that its length ts equivalent to its strength.” 

The Globe airs the ultra-jingoistic opin- 
ions, of which it has almost a monopoly. 
Taking for its text the reference to the 
isthmian canal, it declares that Washing- 
ton is not entitled to override our treaty- 
secured rights in any part of Central Amer- 
ica, except with the consent of our govern- 
ment. ‘ 

“The Hay-Pauncefote compromise goes 
farthest in extreme conciliation, and repre- 
sents this country’s last word, and the 
United States must either accept the pro- 
posal as it stands or abide by the ruling of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, however ember- 
rassing its provislons may be to American 
imperialism,” 

PARIS, Dec. 5.—The Gaulois notes the 
“ pacific tendency "’ of the message and em- 
phasizes its relative coldness toward Eng- 
land, so strikingly in contrast to the refer- 
“ences to France.“ 

The Journal des Debats says: We can- 
not complain of the manner in which Presi- 
dent McKinley expressed himself on Franco- 
American relations. We certainly are not 
alone in being well treated in the message; 
but we head the list.” | 

BERLIN, Dec. 4.—The German Foreign 
office and a section of the press will reserve 
a final expression of opinion upon President 
McKinley’s message to Congress until the 
full text is at hand. 

Many of the papers believe they detect a 
cooler tone towards Germany than towards 
England and France. The Vossische Zeitung 
says: 

The tone in which President McKinley 
speaks of the relations of the United States 
and Germany is strikingly cool. It is not to 
be ignored that America’s relations with 
France and Great Britain are expressly de- 
clared to be friendly, while, in speaking of 
her relations with Germany, the President 
only says that good will prevails. Such a dif- 
ference cannot be without design. Possibly 
an explanation is to be found in the allusions 
of the message to the meat inspection bill.“ 

The Berliner Neuesten Nachrichten, the 
Boersen Zeitung, the Lokal Anzeiger, and 
the Freisinnige Zeitung all criticise teh cool 
tone of the message. 

The press generally points out that Presi- 
dent McKinley's discussion of the China 
question-presents no new matter and no sur- 
prises. 

The Boersen Zeitung condemns the Presi- 
dent's utterances on China as incapable of

WASHINGTON AUTHORITIES TAKE 
UP WEST POINTCASE. 


Resolution Offered in Congress Pro- 
viding for Investigation, and See- 
retary Root Says He Will Act Inde- 
pendently of the House in Order to 
Arrive at the Facts—Dead Ex-Cadet 
Win Be Buried on Thursday—Littie 
Proof to Sustain Charges. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[{Special.}— 
Representative Driggs of New York intro- 
duced a resolution today fér an investigation 
of the case of Cadet Oscar Booz, the West 
Point cadet, who died yesterday at Bristol, 
Pa., as a result, it is alleged, of hazing by 
his fellow-cadets, in which it is claimed he 
Was compelled to drink a mixture of tabasco 
sauce, ketchup, and red pepper. | 

It is not believed any such investigation 
will be made at all unless much stronger evi- 
dence is presented. 

Adjutant General Corbin looked up the 
records and found that Boos entered the 
academy on June 20, 1898, and resigned to 
take effect on Oct. 31, 1808. In his written 
letter of resignation he stated it was on 
account of trouble with his eyes. That is 
as far as the records go, but officers familiar 
with the situation say that he failed in his 
mathematical examination and was allowed 
to resign to avoid disgrace. They do not 
understand how it could be possible to con- 
ceal thé fact of his hazing for a period of 
two years, during which time many cadets 
have graduated from the academy, and are, 
therefore, freed from all danger in telling 
} their side of the case. 

General Corbin said today he would be 
only too glad to push an investigation if 
any tangible charges supplied by any re- 
sponsible person were sent to him. Other 
army officers said the same thing. 

Secretary Root declares the department 
will not wait for Congress to make the in- 
vestigation, but will prosecute an informal 
inquiry of its own, in spite of the extreme 
vagueness of all the charges made.

Nevertheless, the 
railroad, which is known as ghe Algoma Cen- 
tral, is being built in the m thorough man- 
ner possibie, with the best equipment avail- 
able, able to stand almost any strain upon it, 
and capable of good service for years to 
come. Eighty-five-pound steel rails are 
used and the lecomotives are of enormous 
size, weighing 135 tons when ‘equipped for 
traffic. 


The engines are so massive that railway 
companies were afraid of the strain on 
bridges and they were delivered from Chicago 
to Sault Ste. Marie by the lake route on 
steam ferries. 

The new railway starts at Sault Ste. Marie. 
Ground was broken less than ninety days ago, 
but already twenty-five miles of road are 
completed and in use, and the railway is 
pushing forward at the rate of half a mile a 


day. It is expected that it will require three 
years to complete the road.

SHIP SUBSIDIES. 

BEFORE SENATE. 
Measure Explained by Mr. 
Frye and Its Passage Urged — 
as Important. 


VEST HAS AN AMENDMENT 


Would Include in the Bounties 
Craft Built Abroad if Pur- 
chased by Citizens. 


HOUSE TALKS ARMY BILL. 


Washington sD. C., Dec. 4.—The program 
of the Senate Readers for a business session 
was taken up in earnest today, and materia! 
progress wag made. What is popularly 
known as the ship subsidy bill was made 
the unfinished business of the Senate, in- 
stead of the Spooner Philippine measure, 
and the discussion of it was opened by Mr. 
Frye of Maine, cHairman of the Committee 
on Commerce. A feature of his explanation 
was an admission that under the bill a 
2i-knot vessel would receive a bounty of. 
$304,000 a year. 

Just before the adjournment Senator Vest 
gave notice of an amendment he will offer 
to the ship subsidy bill. This provides for 
the repeal of such existing laws as either 
prohibit or restrict citizens of the United 
States from purchasing ships built in other 
countries, to be used in the foreign carrying 
trade of the United States, or which impase 
taxes, burdens, or restrictions on such ships 
when owned by American citizens which are 
— imposed on ships built in the United 

tates.“ 

In addition to the repealing provision the 
amendment makes it lawful “for all citi- 
zens of the United States to buy ships bullt 
in whole or in part in any foreign country 
and have them registered as ships of the 
United States.“ When so registered these 
foreign-built vessels are, under the terms 
of the amendment, to be entitled to all the 
rights and subjected to the same regulations 
as those governing ships built in the United 
States and owned by citizens of this country.

Mr. Frye, the sponsor for the bill, addressed 
the Senate. His statement was elaborate 
and at times eloquent. This great maritime 
nation, he said, was placed in a position hu- 
miliating beyond expression by the present 
condition of its merchant marine.

He 
presented an array of figures to prove that 
it cost not only more to construct America» 
ships but more to operate them after they 
were built than foreign ships. 


Amount to Be Paid Vessels. 


Mr. Frye then took up that provision of the 
bill which provides the amount of subsidy 
to be paid. He said that a ten-knot vessel 
out for 175 days would draw $15,000 a year 
beyond the cost of coal and handling, and 
that the amount of the subsidy would in 
percentage diminish with the increase of the 
speed of the ship. 

Mr. Clay [Georgia] asked if it were true 
that a twenty-one-knot ship would draw 
under the bill $304,000 a year. 

Mr. Frye replied that the amount drawn 
by such vessel would be about $22,000 in 
excess of the coal consumption and handling. 
“ But,” persisted Mr. Clay, is not the gross 
amount of the subsidy of the twenty-one- 
knot ship $304,000 per year under this bill?“

In the absorbing nature of its story as 
much as in the thrills which are set into the 
narrative lies the spell of Sherlock Holmes.“ 
That this Is so is a merit William Gillette, 
the dramatist, may claim without infringirg 
upon the rights of William Gillette, the actor. 
„Sherlock Holmes is a dramatization of 
the character of Dr. Doyle’s detective, but 
not a dramatization of any story or series of 
stories in which his literary creator allowed 
him to figure. Mr. Gillette has paid he 
novelist for the right of using his hero on the 
stage and then has built around the person- 
ality a new framework of action. So no mat- 
ter how familiar the members of the audi- 
ence may be with the Sherlock Holmes 
sketches, they find pictured on the stage no 
incident which can bore them through old 
acquaintanceship. Yet all the interest in the 
detective himself is retained. It is as if the 
Sherlock Holmes we all know were going 
through a new adventure in his career, And 
the tale told on the stage keeps its suspense 
to the end as cleverly as if it were one of the 
number written on the pages of the book, 
„Sherlock Holmes is melodrama of the 
frankest and of the best. 

Since its hold is so much in the startling 

and the unexpected turns of the stage recital] 
it would be the height of unfairness to make 
a review the means of enlightening the public 
of the incidents of the performance. Their 
effect upon an audience will serve as well 
to show the nature of the play, and last 
night’s hearers will take the place of models, 
The way the exciting features of the evening 
were received was indeed hardly less divert- 
ing than the events behind the footlights. 
‘While climaxes were being reached the the- 
ater was still to the point of oppression, but 
in the breathing spells the moments Sherlock 
Holmes outwitted plotters the reactions 
came. No sooner was the strain of a situa+ 
tion off than every other person in the house 
seemed to be seized with a fit of coughing. 
Nerves were being. settled. 
* Likely they will be calmed thus every night, 
for the most blasé theater-goer is not apt to 
withstand the Gillette artifices. He may de- 
clare boldly that he is won by artifices, but 
he probably will save even that declaration 
for the moment he is outside the theater. 
The stage lighting itself is made to minister 
to the somber shadings of the melodrama. 
Deeds of darkness, it is a dictum, require 
gloom to be fittingly mapped out and carried 
to their sinister conclusion. The dim light- 
ing of an underground dungeon in which Pro- 
fessor Moriarty holds audience with trusty 
crimmals and of a chamber in which the 
detective’s foes expect to leave his body are, 
therefore, not surprising. But Mk. Gillette 
has gone much further than that. He has 
every scene fade away in darkhess and grow 
gradually from darkness. The device is a 
novelty in stage management and it sults the 
play. 

Before being taken from the dramatist to 
the actor, some few may expect a compari- 
son between Secret Service and Sher- 
lock Holmes.“ Disappointment, however, 
will be their portion. The plays are too un- 
like to be compared, either for merits or 
faults. Both, indeed, are melodramas, and 
good melodramas, but there the points in 
common cease, save perhaps one: the love 
story in both is. trifling and in both the hero 
gives up’an advantage unfairly won when he 
sees that a girl is the victim. It is a note of 
renunciation, struck low, but not uncertain- 
ly. When the two plays are alike off the 
stage, Secret Service may be rated the 
higher, but there is no reason to believe 
“Sherlock Holmes cannot keep the stage 
as long as its immediate p K. 

How much the acting of Mr. Gillette will 
have to do with the outcome may be regard- 
ed as being as problematical in one play as 
in the other. Secret Service ” failed when 
first brought out with another actor in the 
role of the spy, and was a tremendous suc- 
cess when he took his self-contained man- 
fer into the part. He has been in Sher- 
lock Holmes from the first. and from that 
firat its success began. He is Sherlock 
Holmes, but he also has been every charac- 
ter he ever has played. Or. perhaps. the 
statement should be reversed to read: 
Every character he has played has been 

t Being a dramatist as well as 
an actor, he has been able to fit himself bet- 
ter than any playwright could do. He 
knows his own measure. The character of 
Sherlock Holmes, however, he found wonder- 
fully available. Had the novelist sought for 
a lay figure, and in the search have met the 
actor he would have known he had found the 
man he wanted.

Two of the 
latge corps of telephone boys in the Con- 
solidated Exchange have been also doing de- 
tective work. 

The first arrest on the evidence obtained 
was made on the floor of the exchange at 1 
p.m. by United States Marshal Rendel and 
internal Revenue Agent Taylor. The pris- 
oner was Joseph Halk, one of the best known 
and most substantial members of the Con- 
solidated Exchange. He was at once taken 
before United States Commissioner Shieids, 
charged with violating the war revenue act 
by failing to place the necessary stamps on 
hig memoranda of stock transactions. 

Bail was fixed at $1,000, which was fur- 
mished.. Mr. Halk denied the charge, say- 
ing he had obeyed the law and had properly 
stamped all of his transactions. Mr. Halk 
and his wife are prominent figures in Ger- 
man-American society up-town. His arrest 
caused consternation in the offices of a num- 
ber of Consolidated Exchange brokers, anda 
few firms which Have seats on the Stock 
Exchange. 

Colonel Thompson has been gathering evi- 
dencé against Consolidated Exchange firms 
tor some time. The strongest and most flag-

“DIPLOMA MILL” 


Witnesses Heard Against the 
So-Called Metropolitan 
Medical College. 


IN THE FEDERAL COURT. 


‘Tell of Buying Degrees and 
Finding Themselves Un- 
able to Practice. — 


PERSECUTION, SAY ACCUSED. 


James and Thomas Armstrong of the Met- 
ropolitan Medical College were put on trial 
in the United States District Court yester- 
day, accused of conducting a diploma mill.“ 

A. K. Drumhiller of 883 Jackson boulevard, 
the first witness, said he met the defendants 
when they were conducting the Illinois 
Health University, and that he was engaged 
for a time as professor of anatomy. He found 
the methods of the Armstrongs to be dis- 
honest, he said, and soon left. He said a 
regular force of stenographers was engaged, 
and they attended to the mailing of diplomas. 

Joseph De Barthe of Baker City, Ore., an- 
other witness, said he had paid $25 for a 
diploma without having a superabundance of 
medical knowledge. He tried to practice in 
some of the States named by the Armstrongs 
and found the diplomas worthless. De Barthe 
was afterwards engaged as instructor in the 
college, and the circulars which were mailed 
everywhere hore the following name in the 
faculty Ust: 

“Joseph De Barthe, M. D., LL. D., pro- 
fessor of medical jurisprudence.” .° 

“Is that supposed to be you?” asked the 
government attorney. “ Yes, that’s me,” 
was the response. 


Statements of the Attorneys. 

In the absence of Senator Mason the 
Armstrongs secured the services of Attor- 
ney Clark. The prosecution was repre- 
sented by United States District Attorney 
Bethea and Clark Tisdel, the latter making 
the opening statement to the jury. He said 
the government would prove that the de- 
fendants had conducted their institution in 
violation of the law and used the mails to 
carry on a fraudulent scheme. The attorney 
for the Armstrongs stated that the prosecu- 
tion was brought about through the efforts 
of Joseph De Barthe of Baker City, Ore., 
who was anxiols to start a rival institu- 
tion. He claimed that all the men who re- 
ceived diplomas from the defendants were 
competent to practice medicine, and that 
the Metropolitan College is being fought by 
the trust of the old school physicians, 
who are opposed to any method of instruc- 
tion different from their own. . 


| Many Willing to Testify. 

From the time of the arrest of the defend- 
ants several months ago, Postoffice Inspector 
Guy Gould has received scores of letters from 
graduates of the institution who were wiliing 

‘to swear that they had been imposed upon, 
and from citizens who had intrusted their 
health to the bearers of these diplomas. For 
four years or longer the officials continued to 
send out diplomas at the rate of 1,000 or more 
A year to any one having a superior know!l- 
edge of medicine,“ it is charged, without 
competent examination, and in consideration

Governor Pingree today did not hesitate 
to express his opinion of the action of the 
court in giving White ten years. 

“When you take the sentence,” he said, 
in connection with the way the court treat- 
ed the Kalamazoo crowd it looks as if White 
had gotten a good deal the worst of the deal. 
The great Judge lays a good deal of stress 
on justice,“ but I notice he forgot all about 
referring to his friends in Kalamazoo. They 
certainly must be his friends. There's noth- 
ing like having friends on the bench.” 

The ‘*‘ Kalamazoo crowd” referred to by 
the Governor includes the several residents 
of that city who handled the military stores, 
but who were not indicted by the grand jury.

On her return to England the Queen will 
stay for a few days at Coburg, and at Gotha, 
in order to visit the tomb of her second son, 
Alfred, who died last summer, and may 
likewise spend a day or two at Darmstadt 
to visit another tomb dear to her—namely: 
that of her favorite daughter, Alice, Grand- 
ditchess of Hesse. While at Coburg she will 
receive the visit of her grandson, the Em- 
peror of Germany, and it is arranged that 
ehe will avail herself of the opportunity to 
invest his eldest son, the young Crown 
Prince of Germany, with the Order of the 
Garter, | 

The Queen's journeys need an immense 
amount of preparation, as everything down 
to the smallest detail has to be thought out 
and determined in advance. What. with the 
men and women in attendance, and domes- 
tics of one kind and another, the royal party 
number as a rule considerably over 100 per- 
sons, and, together with carriages, horses, 
dogs, birds, and even donkeys, require at 
least three special trains. The Queen loves 
to be surrounded by all her own lares and 
penates, and not only does she take with 
her wheh she goes abroad an entire suit of 
bedroom, dressing-room, and boudoir fur- 
miture, the exact counterpart of what she 
has at Windsor, at Osborne, and Balmoral, 
besides all her favorite bric-A-brac, pictures, 
etc., but she even goes to the length of carry- 
ing with her among her baggage, the altar, 
the altar cloth, and communion plate that 
are required for divine service, while she is 
abroad. The Bishop of Winchester, who 
may be described as her spiritual adviser, 
has already been notified to hold himself in 
readiness to accompany the Queen abroad in 
his capacity of Clerk of the Closet, and one 
of the Cabinet Ministers, probably Lord 
James of Hereford. The Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, will likewise be com- 


prised in the royal suite. 5 


The presence of the Queen for the space of 
two months in the Italian Riviera is likely 
to attract an immense crowd, not merely of 
English people, thither, but likewise of for- 
eign royalties who are always giad to avail 
themselves of the aged British sovereign's 
continental visits to pay their respects to 
one Who is looked upon as the female Nestor 
of old world monarchs. The French Riviera 
is likely to suffer severely in consequence, 
still more so, in fact, than last spring, since 
then, although English people avoided to a 
great extent the French Riviera, there was 
nothing to specially divert the patronage of 
seep royal personages from the French 

era. 


It is by no means certain as yet that the 
Empress Frederick will occupy the beautiful 
villa at Nice, which has been placed at her 
disposal for the entire winter by Sir Edward 
Mallet, formerly British Ambassador at 
Berlin, and it is likely that now that Queen 
Victoria has resolved to spend the spring 
at the Hotel Angst, that Empress Frederick 
will prefer some place within easier reach of 
her mother than Nice. } 

Nor will the Prince of Wales visit the 
Riviera this spring, any more than he did 
last year, for he has arranged to go to Ire- 
Jand in the place of the Queen. He will be 
accompanied by the Princess, and they are to 
spend some time at Dublin, and at Belfast, 
in the former place as guests of Lord and 
Lady Cadogan, while at Belfast they will 
be entertained by the Postmaster Genera] 
and the Marchioness of Londonderry. 

‘ 

Lord Cadogan will retire from the Vice- 
royalty immediately afterwards. Indeed, he 
only arranged to stay on at the special re- 
quest of the Queen, until after the visit of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, the Queen 
having so much confidence in the Earl's 
tact and sagacity that she considered it 
preferable that he should be entrusted with 


all the arrangements for the royal visit 


rather than some new Viceroy, who would 
not have had time to get his bearings. It is 
understood that immediately after the visit 
of the Prince and Princess to Ireland Lord 
Cadogan will be succeeded by Lord Dudley. 
whose Countess, when sharing her husband's 
royal honors at Dublin Castle, may possibly 
reflect on the extraordinary vicissitudes of 
fortune to which she has been subjected 
since as the daughter of a dishonored and 
ruined banker, she was compelled to main- 
tain herself by acting as a salesgirl in a 
Regent street millinery shop in London until 
the Dowager Duchess of Bedford became 
interested in her, took-her from behind the 
counter, produced her in society as her 
adopted child, and ultimately married her 
off to one of the great matrimonial catches 
of the season—namely: the young Earl of 
Dudley. | 

The latter, besides distinguishing himself 


in south Africa during the war, has rendered 


excellent service to the present government 
in the House of Lords, where he has achieved 
no little fame as a forceful and successful 
speaker, this being a quality which is not 
possessed by the Duke of Marlborough. In- 
deed, it is probable that this lack of elo- 
quence on the part of the Duke, has stood in 
the way of his being appointed to that posi- 
tion of Viceroy of Ireland, which was held 
by his grandfather. For if there is one posi- 
tion more than any other where the gift of 
happy and persuasive speech is required. it is 
assuredly the post of Governor General of 
Ireland,

Sir Lambton Loraine, who has just cele- 
brated his sixty-second birthday, boasts of 
being the only Englishman on whom the 
freedom of the City of New York has been 
conferred since revolutionary days. The 
honor followed what was known as the 
Virginius incident. The Virginius was a 
filibustering steamer, engaged in helping the 
Cuban insurgents, when captured by a 
Spanish gunboat. There were a large num- 
ber of English and Ame passengers on 
board the Virginius, merel as passengers, 
and who knew nothing of the ship's true 
character. The Spaniards were about to in- 
dulge in a wholesale execution of American 
and English people on board when Sir Lamb- 
ton Loraine entered the port of Havana in 
command of the British warship Niobe, and 


threatened to blow every Spanish gunboat 


and vessel then in port to pieces if a single 
one Of the passengers were killed. The con- 
templated butchery of the passengers did 
not take place, though the crew was sub- 
sequently. executed. For thus saving the 
lives of the American passengers on board 
the Virginius Sir Lambton, who is the head 
of one of the most ancient houses in England, 
and whose baronetcy dates from the reign of 
King Charles I., was invested with the free- 
dom of New York City. |

CAPITAL STOCK ASSESSMENT. 
‘The Chicago street railway, gas, tele- 
phone, and electric light companies will 
have to pay heavier taxes this year than 
they did last year.

THE PRESIDENT ON LYNCHING. 
The President in his annual message pro- 
nounces his sentiments as to lynching in 
no uncertain manner, first, with reference 
to the still unsettled claims made by the 
Italian government for the lynching of five 
of its subjects at Tallulah, La., in July, 
1899, and, second, with reference to the 
question of lynching in general. 

As to the Tallulah lynchings the Presi- 
dent indirectly convicts the local authori- 
ties of Louisiana of a miscarriage of jus- 
tice in failing to indict and punish the lynch- 
ers and commends the just and temperate 
representations of the Italian government 
in the face of such extraordinary provoca- 
tion. He urges upon Congress its duty 
to “make gracious provision for indemnity 
to the Italian sufferers” not alone as a 
matter of pecuniary justice but also of 
treaty obligation. As a means of prevent- 
ing such results in the future and fulfill- 
ing our obligations towards nations with 
which we have reciprocal treaties, he re- 
news the recommendations made last year 
and previously made by President Harri- 
son, to “confer upon the federal courts 
jurisdiction in this class of international 
cases where the ultimate responsibility of 
the federal government may be involved.” 
Bills looking to this result have been intro- 
duced in both Houses. The local courts 
of the extreme Southern States are power- 
less to také cognizance of lynching cases 
of any kind, whether the victims are Amer- 
ican or foreign citizens. They cannot set 
the machinery of justice in operation in 
defiance of public sentiment in a communi- 
ty which justifies lynching.
